Good Afternoon, 

This Sunday morning, traffic will be quite busy Downtown Area. Saturday's street closures will not have any great impact on traffic. 


Saturday Oct 29 

4 Wings for Jill 

We have a First Amendment permit issued for a group that supports Jill Stein for President. They plan on marching from Olympic and 
Broadway north, turning east on 4th Street, then again north on Main street to a rally on the south lawn of City hall. The march is 
scheduled to begin at 3 PM and will conclude by 4 PM. We do not expect a large crowd for this event. DOT will assist LAPD with the 
street closures, however, it is possible that they draw a very small crowd and the Incident Commander will advise them it is not enough 
to close the street, therefore they need to stay on the sidewalk. 




Carrera De Los Muertos 

This is a 5K run from Olvera Street, north on Main to Spring Street north over the bridge, stopping short of Broadway 

(Broadway remains open), then back along the same course to Olvera street. 

The run starts at 8 AM, and the streets will likely be closed by 7:30 and re-opened by 9:30 AM, with the exception of the start/finish line 
area Main Street adjacent to Olvera Street. 

PopFest (Saturday and Sunday) 

There will be an event called PopFest held at LA Mart.sponsored by Entertainment Weekly Magazine. This will be held on Saturday and 
Sunday, primarily in the parking lot, however Hill Street will be closed all weekend from Washington to 21st Street. This will not likely 
have a great impact on traffic. 

Sunday Oct 30th 

Rock and Roll Flalf-Marathon. 

This run will begin and end at LA Live. The race will begin south along Figueroa and encircle Exposition park, then return along the 
same route northbound Figueroa (and Flower) to Wilshire Bl. At Wilshire Bl the runners will turn west and stop just short of Western 
Ave (Western remains open) then turn and follow the same route back to LA Live where the race finishes. (See attached Map) 

The race begins at 6:45 AM. The streets in the south section are scheduled to be open by 9:45 AM and all streets are scheduled to be 

open by 11:30 AM. 

Other events in the LA Live area on Sunday include the LA Comic-Con at Los Angeles Convention Center (approx 25,000 persons) and 
the first Clipper Game (approx 18,000 persons) at 1:30 PM. While there are no street closures for these events, traffic in the area will 
likely b e very heavy until 1:45 PM. 

The following is a list of pedestrian crossing points for the race, however to avoid collisions and injury, availability will be contingent on 
the amount of runners passing at the time:

B. Alvarado St & Wilshire Bl 

C. Union Av & Wilshire Bl 

D. Figueroa St & Olympic Bl 

E. Pico Bl & Olympic Bl 

F. Washington Bl & Figueroa St 

G. Adams Bl & Figueroa St 
FI. Jefferson Bl 8i Figueroa St
